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DETAILED ACTION 
Amendment 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the amendment filed 7 April 2006. 

Examiner's Comment 

2. New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121 (d) are required in this 
application because the drawings submitted are informal (i.e. handwritten reference 
numbers, Figure 1 is hard to see since it is a dark copy). Applicant is advised to employ 
the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent 
and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-2, 4, 6-18, 20-22, and 25-33 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The best prior art of record fails to teach the specific arrangement that the printer 
of the terminal structure places the captured image of the user on a previously issued 
payment card that is used for purchasing the transaction card accepted by the payment 
receiver. In addition, the best prior art of record fails to teach that biometric data is 
stored on a previously issued payment card. 

Hence the best prior art of record fails to teach the invention as set forth in claims 
1-2, 4, 6-18, 20-22, and 25-33 and the examiner can find no teaching of the specific 
transaction terminal, nor reasons within the cited prior art or on her own to combine the 
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elements of these references other than the applicant's own reasoning to fully 
encompass the current pending claims. In addition, see applicant's reasoning in 
amendment/response filed 7 April 2006.
